‘The plan was concerted 
by the famous General Menagee; it is necil'efs 
to give you many particulars, but General Lally 
himfelt, who very narrowly efcaped, doth fay, 
chat it was @ne of the beft {chemes that cou.d 
be devifed, and if a meer accident had not pie- 
vented the accomplifhment of it, ihat very few 
of his army would have efcaped. A chofen 
company of 50 Tanjourines found meansto inlift 
themfelves with the French as Seapoys,.a fol- 
diery of which the armies in this country,are 
chiefly compoled, and they were to have been 
joined by s0 more in a few hours, vhen by 
foine carelefs accident a musket happened to go 
off near the tent where M, Lally then was with 
his principal Officers, and near to where the 59 
Seapoys were waSting for the arrival of their 
companions to be reviewed together by the Ge- 
neral: This accident fo alarmed thefe men, 
{truck no doubt with the confcioufnels of the 
bloody bufine!s which they were about to per- 
form, that they fufpected themfelves to be dif- 
covered; but intrepid as they were in the exe- 
cution of their purpofe, they determined not to 
tall-a ufelefs facrifice to hae enemies; they 
ruthed into the General's tent, and one of them 
made a blow at him with his fcymetar, which
